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NOTES OF EXPLANATION. 



October 2, 1881. — A white boy named Madder, playing on the top of some cars that were 'being shifted at 
Orange, fell from the cars and received ii^nries from being run over, from which he died. 

October 14, 1881. — Brakisman H. Gallon, in coupling cars at Manassas, had his right hand badly mashed. 

October 15, 1881.— Engineer 0. Wright, badly bruised in collision between his engine No. 17 and rear of an 
extra train at Culpeper. 

October 26, 1881. — Special passenger train ran into No. 68 at Dutch creek water tank, and Mr. Lee, a pas- 
senger on No. 58, WPS fatally injured. 

NoYember 29, 1881. — Brakeman W. Whalen, in coupling cars at Water Lick, had a finger mashed. 

November 29, 1881. — Richmond and Danville freight train ran into shifting engine No. 18 at North Danville. 
Fireman W. N. Taylor, on engine No. 18, had his leg so badly crushed as to render amputation necessary. 

December 13, 1881. — Brakeman Oliver Glass, in coupling cars at Charlottesville, was caught in the cars and 
had his heel and calf of his leg mashed. 

January 9, 1882. — No. 54 struck and knocked an old white man named John Mars off a trestle, one mile 
north of Charlottesville, injuring him so badly that he died ; supposed to have been intoxicated. 

January 15, 1882. — No 50 struck a land-slide oue-third of a mile south of Faber'a, and was wrecked. En- 
gineer Jno. T. Minton was caught between the engine and tender and killed; Fireman N. B. Grant received 
slight injuries about his body and head. 

January 18, 1882. — No. 53 run over and killed a white man named Hopkins two miles south of 

Lybchburg ; supposed to have been drunk. 

January 19, 1882.— Brakeman A. Hamilton, in coupling cars at Lawyer's road had a hand so badly mashed 
as to require amputation. 

March 9, 1882. — Thos. Jones who was stealing a ride on No. 59, fell between the cars and had his left leg 
badly crushed between the knee and hip — his leg was amputated. 

March 25, 1882.— Brakeman Henry Parsons in coupling cars in Alexandria, was slightly mashed on left side. 

April 2, 1882. — Brakeman J. M. Keith fell from No. 59, between Mclvor's and Amherst, and was run over 
and injured so badly that he died. 

June 16, 1882.— Fireman William Curtis was struck by an overhead brigde near Culpeper and seriously 
injured. Since died. 

June 19, 1882.— No. 52 ran into No. 58 at Fall Creek, and Engineer E. J. Butler of No. 52 had his arm 
broken, and was otherwise injured. 

June 25, 1882.— Owen Nagle, a stonemason, was run over by some train three miles south of Lynchburg, 
and injured so badly that he died ; supposed to have been asleep on track. 

July 27, 1882.— No. 55 struck an old lady named Mrc. Lucy J. Smith at Barboursville, injuring her so badly 
that she died. 

July 29, 1882.— No. 50 struck a white man at Orange named Ben. Lloyd, who attempted to croas the track 
in front of train ; one of his legs was fractured, and he was badly bruised about the body. 

August 1, 1882.— Shifting-Train Engine No. 1, from Lynchburg, struck a cow at Shame's trestle, which 
threw train off track and badly wrecked it. Brakeman New Davis was killed, and Yardmaster Sexton had 
his thigh broken and was badly cut about the head. 

August 4, 1882.— Brakeman W. B. Jones, in coupling cars at Chatham, was badly mashed through neck 
and breast. 

August 30, 1882.— No. 60 ran over and killed a negro man 300 yards north of Chatham who was sitting on 
track drunk.
